Bust turns up 
drug-laced 
baked goods

It was the “Betty Crocker of 
drug sales,” police said. 

Police seized more than 
$300,000 worth of drugs, in¬ 
cluding a plethora of sweets 
and treats laced with mari¬ 
juana, in a west Edmonton raid 
earlier this month. 

Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Teams (ALERT) and 
Edmonton’s west-end police 
division kicked off a drug in¬ 
vestigation in early July after a 
series of community tips about 
strange activity at a business 


near 109 Avenue and 166A 
Street. 

On Sept. 11, after weeks of 
surveillance, EPS arrested one 
man and seized $56,361 in 
cash and more than $300,000 
in drugs from the business and 
a residence near 165 Street and 
107 Avenue. 

Const. Bryce Ottenbreit said 
he was shocked to see both the 
amount of drugs and variety of 
drug-laced baking. 

“There were tons of people 
walking into the business, 
knowing exactly what they’re 
getting — they were clearly 
labelled — and they’d walk 
out,” Ottenbreit said. 

Along with individually 
packaged drugs intended 
for resale, police seized Rice 
Krispie squares, brownies, 
gummy bears and other baked 
goods laced with marijuana, 
hashish or mushrooms. 

Mitchell Scott Ennis, 47, 


has been charged with seven 
counts of possession for the 
purpose of trafficking, un¬ 
authorized possession of a pro¬ 
hibited or restricted weapon 
and possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty under $5,000. 

“The worst part of this is 
that (the drugs are) catered 
to kids,” said ALERT’S Sgt. 
Dwayne Karpo. 

Since edible marijuana 
products are made with oil 
infused with the drug, Karpo 
explained it’s hard to tell how 
much a person is ingesting, 
which can be more dangerous. 

“When you start looking at 
who’s attending this location, 
you have ages from early, early 
teens to adults,” he added. 

Karpo said edible weed 
products are a new trend 
ALERT is expecting to see more 
of in the city because the drug 
is easy to conceal from author¬ 
ities.

Restoring post-secondary funding 
is at ‘top of the list/ minister says

Student groups hopeful 
government will follow

Alberta’s new head of the 
post-secondaiy portfolio has 
reaffirmed the government’s 
commitment to restoring 
funding that was slashed in 
the 2013 budget. 

Just days after being ap¬ 
pointed as Innovation and 
Advanced Education minis¬ 
ter by newly elected premier 
Jim Prentice, Fort McMurray- 
Conklin MLA Donald Scott 
said he’s committed to ensur¬ 
ing campaign promises be¬ 
come realities. 

“We want to make sure 
the young people in this 
province have great access to 
not only post-secondaiy edu¬ 
cation, but apprenticeship 
and technical training. Fund¬ 
ing is at the core of that,” he 
said. 

The government has re¬ 


stored $82.5 million of the 
$147 million cut in 2013, 
stipulating that the cash 
should be used to increase en¬ 
rolment and support student 
access in schools. 

Scott said even though 
there isn’t a timeline on 
when remaining funds would 
be restored, it’s a priority. 

“As soon as the budget 
discussions do start happen¬ 
ing, that’s going to be at the 
top of the list for me,” Scott 
added. 

Scott said his first priority 
has been to meet with stu¬ 
dent groups, including the 
Council of Alberta University 
Students, to speak about stu¬ 
dent concerns. 

Despite the meeting, Scott 
said it’s too soon to make 
decisions on issues, includ¬ 
ing market-modifier tuition 
hikes. 

“I’m veiy aware that some 
students have expressed con¬ 
cern about market modifiers 
and I do want to take some 
time to understand these 
concerns before government 
makes a decision on any 
of the proposals in Novem¬ 
ber,” Scott said, adding the 
government might consider 
extending deadlines for the 


proposals. 

Navneet Khinda, Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Student 
Union’s vice-president exter¬ 
nal, said she is hopeful with 
Scott’s background in the ac¬ 


countability portfolio he can 
ensure a fair process for stu¬ 
dents in Alberta. 

“We’d like to see those cuts 
restored and obviously trickle 
down back to students,” 


Khinda said. “Students were 
the ones facing the burdens 
of these cuts. 

“We don’t need market 
modifiers if funding is re¬ 
stored,” she added.

Education. 

Dirks pledges 
speedy 
construction 
of schools 

Alberta’s new education min¬ 
ister says relationship build¬ 
ing and expediting construc¬ 
tion of new schools are his 
top priorities, but declined to 
delve into specifics on past 
disputes with teachers or 
deadlines for bringing new 
schools online. 

Gord Dirks, a former 
teacher and trustee with the 
Calgaiy Board of Education, 
said he’s due to play a key 
role that represents a “new 
era” for Alberta and a “new 
opportunity for our govern¬ 
ment to establish very ef¬ 
fective relationships with key 
stakeholders in the universe 
of education” in the Jim Pren¬ 
tice government. 

But Dirks refused to go 
down the path that now- 
premier Jim Prentice did 
during the Toiy leadership 
campaign: that of criticizing 
efforts by former education 
minister Jeff Johnson, who 
convened a provincial teacher 
task force criticized by union 
officials because they were 
left out of it. 

That task force raised con¬ 
cerns about the disciplinary 
process for teachers, claiming 
it wasn’t proper for the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association to 
handle such matters. Johnson 
said it was “not an option” 
to leave such powers in the 
hands of the ATA. 

But Prentice told an Ed¬ 
monton crowd in late June he 
hadn’t heard concerns from 
parents about the issue tar¬ 
geted by Johnson and pledged 
to “work in a respectful way.” 

Dirks said he was still 
evaluating “key reports” re¬ 
lated to his new ministiy and 
would be in a better position 
to comment at a later time.

“We deal with planning 
matters. What you’re rais¬ 


ing are social matters, mor¬ 
al matters, very significant 
matters, but I don’t think 
they’re within our bailey- 
wiclc,” he said. 

Nicholas Hermansen, 
who brought the appeal for¬ 
ward, said it was disappoint¬ 
ing to be turned down. 

To have formal standing 
to appeal, residents usu¬ 
ally have to live within 60 
metres of the development, 
which Hermansen does not. 

He said the appeal 
board’s focus on the de¬ 
velopment shows they are 


narrow-minded. 

“It’s just obvious this 
board thinks all issues can 
be solved with a metre 
stick,” he said. 

Parlours aren’t al¬ 
lowed within 100 metres 
of schools, but Hermansen 
said he would have liked 
the opportunity to argue 
this one is too close.

StatsCan study finds 
almost three-quarters 
of us are estimated to 
have complete mental 
health, fewer than 2% 
functioning poorly 


A new report on the mental 
health status of Canadians 
has found that 77 per cent 
of people aged 15 or older 
are considered to be psycho¬ 
logically flourishing — feel¬ 
ing good about life and func¬ 
tioning well. 

The Statistics Canada re¬ 
port found fewer than two 
per cent of Canadians are 
classified as languishing, 
meaning they experience low 


positive emotions and poor 
functioning, while almost 
22 per cent of Canadians are 
classified as having moderate 
mental health. 

The report is based on re¬ 
sults from the 2012 Canadian 
Community Health Survey. 

When combined with in¬ 
formation on mental illness, 
almost three-quarters of Can¬ 
adians are estimated to have 
complete mental health and 
don’t meet criteria for six ma¬ 
jor mental disorders: depres¬ 
sion, bipolar disorder, gener¬ 
alized anxiety disorder, and 
alcohol, cannabis or other 
drug abuse or dependence. 

Men and women were 
equally likely to have com¬ 
plete mental health, with 
factors contributing to well¬ 
being including age, marital 
status, income, education, 


employment status, spiritual¬ 
ity and physical health. 

The report found age is a 
strong factor in psychological 
well-being, with 80 per cent 
of those aged 65 and older 
having complete mental 
health, compared to 65 per 
cent among those aged 15 to 
24. 

Having a spouse or partner 
is also associated with having 
complete mental health, as 
is higher education and in¬ 
come. 

People who reported that 
religious or spiritual beliefs 
were important in their daily 
lives were significantly more 
likely to be in complete men¬ 
tal health than those not clas¬ 
sified as having strong spirit¬ 
uality: 76 per cent versus 66 
per cent, respectively.

Police searching for a group 
of suspects in the beating 
of a gay couple say they got 
an assist from social media 
users, and a defence lawyer 
said Wednesday that some 
of them were turning them¬ 
selves in for questioning. 

A security video of the 
group was posted by police 
Tuesday, and within hours, 
a Twitter user posted a 
photo of the men and 
women gathered at a 
restaurant. Another got 
help figuring out which 
restaurant, using Faceboolc 
to find people who had 
“checked in” there and 
started matching faces to 
names. 

“This is how Twitter is 
supposed to work for cops,” 
Philadelphia police Det. Joe 
Murray tweeted Tuesday. “I 
will take a couple thousand 
Twitter detectives over any 
one real detective any day.” 

The victims, a gay 
couple in their late 20s, 
were held down, punched 
and beaten after they 
bumped into a group of 
about a dozen people on

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Ottawa man pleads guilty to 


Hiva Mohammad 
Alizadeh, 34. He faces 
a max of 18 more 
years behind bars 


In a surprise move, an Ot¬ 
tawa man pleaded guilty 
Wednesday to possessing 
explosives with an intent to 
do harm as part of a home¬ 


grown terrorist conspiracy. 

The plea means Hiva 
Mohammad Alizadeh, 34, 
will not face trial in Febru¬ 
ary for his role in the plan 
to wage violent jihad in Can¬ 
ada. 

Alizadeh, a custodian and 
part-time student, was ar¬ 
rested in August 2010 along 
with two other men. 

Police seized terrorist lit¬ 
erature, videos and manuals 


along with dozens of elec¬ 
tronic circuit boards — de¬ 
vices designed to detonate 
homemade bombs remotely. 

Alizadeh was sentenced 
to 24 years in prison after 
entering his plea in Ontario 
Superior Court, part of a 
pre-arranged plea deal. 

Alizadeh told Justice 
Colin McKinnon that his 
time in custody to date had 
opened his eyes to the real¬ 


ity of his actions. He said he 
did not always subscribe to 
such an “evil way of think¬ 
ing” and wanted to own up 
to his mistakes. 

Alizadeh will be bu¬ 
rdened with an utterly de¬ 
plorable stigma, McKinnon 
noted. 

“You are now a convicted 
terrorist,” he said. “You have 
brought untold shame upon 
your family, your commun¬ 
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terror charge 


ity and peace-loving Mus¬ 
lims throughout this coun¬ 
try. 

“Your actions were selfish 
in the extreme, deserving of 
the derision and contempt 
that you must endure, now 
and in the future.” 

After accounting for time 
served — credited as six 
years — Alizadeh faces a 
maximum of 18 more years 
behind bars, and he has 


agreed not to apply for par¬ 
ole for at least nine years. 

Two other terrorism- 
related charges against Ali¬ 
zadeh have been withdrawn. 

Alizadeh, who obtained 
Canadian citizenship in 
2007, was born in Iran, of 
Kurdish descent. He studied 
electrical engineering tech¬ 
nology at Winnipeg’s Red 
River College before moving 

to Ottawa. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Thailand. No DNA match 
yet for slain tourists 


Police in Thailand said Wed¬ 
nesday that DNA samples 
from the bodies of two Brit¬ 
ish tourists found bludg¬ 
eoned on a resort island 
did not match any collected 
from 12 people who were 
among those in the area. 

Police also conducted 
autopsies that showed that 
23-year-old Hannah With- 
eridge died from head 
wounds while 24-year-old 
David Miller suffered se¬ 
vere blows to the head and 
drowned in the surf, said 
Maj. Gen. Pornchai Suteer- 
alcune, the country’s foren¬ 


sics police chief. 

Pornchai said Miller also 
had wounds on his hand, 
indicating a struggle had 
taken place. 

The two Britons were 
found Monday morning in 
a rocky alcove along the 
shore close to the hotel 
where they both were stay¬ 
ing on Koh Tao. A bloodied 
hoe was found near the bod¬ 
ies. 

Authorities have made 
no arrests so far but are 
hoping to be able to match 
DNA samples.

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Millions of Scots are heading to the polls today to decide whether to return to independence, apart from the United Kingdom 


THE SCOTSMAN 

The people of Scotland are being asked a question: 

“Should Scotland be an independent countiy?” On Thursday, 
as many as 80 per cent of the country’s five million people will 
reply Yes or No, perhaps paving the way to independence from 
the rest of the United Kingdom. The vote promises to be tight, 
and a simple majority is all that’s required. 

Ultimately, only one question is being asked, but that’s not 
the question that many are interested in answering. As observers 
make misguided references to ancient battles, other secession 
campaigns and apparent anti-English sentiment, many Scots, 
whether those living in Scotland or those in other places, are 
thinking instead about social and political change. 

For some, it’s about the U.K. government’s cuts to public 
services. Others point to the damaged British economy, the div¬ 
ide between rich and poor or the nuclear weapons stationed in 
Scotland. Many want to pass judgment on U.K. politics, especially 
posh, privileged Prime Minister David Cameron, who’s unpopu¬ 
lar in Scotland. There are dozens of reasons that people might 
say Yes to independence. 

Meanwhile, the No campaign has struggled with its message. 
Like a tidy person with rambunctious visitors, its leaders make 
shrill pleas for their stuff to be left alone. Attempts to paint 
independence as a bad idea for reasons of finance, defence and 
more are scoffed at by Yes campaigners, who rebuff the most dif¬ 
ficult questions with vague, optimistic statements. It’s all getting 
a wee bit emotional. 

Now it’s decision time. If it’s a Yes, then perhaps two million 
people could be dragged into a new countiy they didn’t vote for. 
But if it’s a No, the huge popular movement for independence 
means the demands for change will continue. It’s been a wake- 
up call for the political establishment. 

Only one thing is for sure: After Sept. 18, 2014, Scotland will 
never be the same again.

THE ENGLISHMAN 

Like other English people, I’ve been devoting much of my 
thinking recently to Scotland. 

I’ll be honest: This is a new thing for many of us. 
Scotland, in the popular English imagination, is misty, 
deep-fried and strangely angiy with England for reasons that 
probably don’t matter that much. It’s a bit like the hate/indiffer¬ 
ence between Calgaiy and Toronto, except with more alcohol 
and saturated fat. 

Scottish people invented television, the telephone, the elec¬ 
tric clock and colour photography. So, basically, they invented 
the iPhone. A Scot also invented the flush toilet: a place many 
people, thanks to the iPhone, can use all of the above. 

But relentless Scottish curiosity also resulted in an aston¬ 
ishingly foolhardy attempt to colonize a section of central 
American coastal land near the Darien Gap, which even today is 
too impenetrable to build a road through. The Darien Scheme 
impoverished the Scottish nobility and was a major reason why 
Scotland had to unify with the rest of the U.K. 

I bring Darien up because I’ve always been a little bit envi¬ 
ous of the romanticism of the Scots. Although I grew up in 
London, my family hails from Northumberland, the county 
across the border from Scotland. There the main highway to 
the border has signs eveiy five kilometres telling you how 
dangerous the road is and that you’re certainly going to die. (No 
such signs exist in the opposite direction.) 

Now, waving a flag — literally and metaphorically — always 
feels gauche to an Englishman. So much so he has to use a 
French word to describe the sensation. 

Still, I’m going to borrow a bit of that romanticism now. 
Scotland, I know you don’t like us, but I do hope you go it 
alone. Because I’d love to see what you invent next.

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford has 
been diagnosed with cancer 
and will begin chemotherapy 
soon. 

Colorectal surgeon Dr. 
Zane Cohen held a press con¬ 
ference at Mt. Sinai Hospital 
in Toronto on Wednesday to 
update the public on the may¬ 
or’s health. 

Cohen said the tumour in 
Ford’s abdomen is a malig¬ 
nant liposarcoma, a rare and 


hard-to-treat form of cancer. 

“However, we are optimis¬ 
tic about this tumour,” he 
said. 

The tumour has spread 
to Ford’s buttock, behind 
the left hip, said Cohen. “We 
have biopsied that, and it is 
part of the same tumour.” 

Ford will undergo chemo¬ 
therapy, beginning within the 
next 48 hours, said Cohen. “It 
will involve in-hospital, in-pa¬ 
tient chemotherapy for three 
days, followed by a washout 
period of 18 days. The cycle 
will then be repeated.” 

Doctors will then perform 
more imaging tests, reassess 
the situation and determine 
the next steps, said Cohen. 
The next steps may be fur¬ 
ther cycles of chemotherapy, 
radiation or surgery. 

Cohen said the tumour is 
“aggressive,” and about 12 by 


12 centimetres. He did not 
give a prognosis. 

“We will be able to say 
more after the second round 
of chemotherapy,” he said. 

Ford has been in hospital 
since Sept. 11. He was admit¬ 
ted after experiencing in¬ 
tense abdominal pain. 

Cohen said it was not pos¬ 
sible to say how long Ford has 
had the tumour, except that 
it was not present when the 
mayor had an unrelated CT 
scan in 2011, but was likely 
growing for years. 

The mayor’s brother, 
Coun. Doug Ford, who has 
entered the Toronto mayoral 
race, issued a statement fol¬ 
lowing the announcement 
saying: “Rob will beat this.” 

“Rob has always been so 
strong for all of us and now 
I ask us all to be strong for 
him.”

It brilliantly plays off a 
mix of inexperienced polit¬ 
ical newbies and seasoned 
veterans, agenda-pushing 
and courting the media. 

Actress Melissa Thing- 
elstad plays the outspoken 
wildcard Jisbella Lyth, a 
character reminiscent of 
Ruth Ellen Brosseau, the 
2011 surprise elect who was 
in Vegas at the time she won 
her Parliamentary seat. 

“It’s more of a look at our 
Canadian political structure 
than any one political per¬ 
son,” Thingelstad says. “It 
points out we should be in 
dialogue about what kind of 
Canada we want to have. 

“It excites me to bring 
this play to Edmonton, with 
a federal election coming in 
2015, to get people think¬ 
ing,” she notes. 

“Plus, with this being a 
satire, whether the audience 
are politicos or not, there is 
a chameleon story in there. 

“In Alberta, it’s interest¬ 



ing to be part of a political 
play in a conservative cli¬ 
mate, so I am excited to be 
part of a risk by doing this. I 
think the audience will also 
enjoy the little surprises we 
have along the way.” 

The play is directed by Ian 
Leung, who couldn’t wait to 
get his hands on the produc¬ 
tion. 

“News was coming from 
Toronto that Michael Healey 
had written a new play about 


Stephen Harper, or someone 
like him,” he recalls. 

“It immediately sounded 
like something I liked do¬ 
ing (even though) there was 
some controversy when the 
original production company 
pulled out.” 

Rumour was they feared 
being sued by the feds but 
that never happened. 

“Still, Michael was forced 
to produce on his own. Even¬ 
tually, I went to Michael to 


get the rights, even though 
we didn’t have dates or a 
venue secured. 

“I want to be respectful 
of what the audience ex¬ 
pects, so I am not doing any 
radical interpretations,” he 
adds. 

“The key to this play, for 
me, is resonating with the 
rights of the individual ver¬ 
sus the rights of a society as 
a whole. That is something 
teasing out of the play.”

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Amazon looks forward with Transparent 



Transforming TV. 
Series about a 
transgender parent 
premieres on Amazon's 
streaming service 


Online retail giant Amazon 
is celebrating the launch of 
a new original show it hopes 
will help it catch up with 
streaming pioneer Netflix. 

Transparent, which had 
a red-carpet unveiling in Los 
Angeles, features a trans¬ 
gender character in the cen¬ 
tral role of a show which 
has already generated strong 
critical buzz. 

“No one can ever doubt 
that the TV model has 
changed for good. Amazon, 


with its ability to draw in 
name talent, is impressively 
building on what Netflix and 
(rival streaming service) Hulu 


are doing,” commented the 
Hollywood Reporter. 

“This is huge, it’s a game 
changer. There is nothing like 


this on television,” its main 
star Jeffrey Tambor said on 
the red carpet. “I couldn’t be 
more proud.” 

It is not Amazon’s first 
foray into producing its own 
original content — political 
comedy Alpha House debuted 
last year, but has so far failed 
to win the acclaim of Netflix 
series like House of Cards and 
Orange is the New Black. 

The pilot episode of Trans¬ 
parent is already available, 
while Amazon will take a 
leaf out of Netflix’s book by 
releasing the whole season 
on Sept. 26 to binge-watch, 
rather than airing weekly epi¬ 
sodes. 

The half-hour dark com¬ 
edy stars the lugubrious 
Tambor — from Arrested 
Development — as father

The cast of the show, 
which is definitely for an 
adult audience, also includes 
Gaby Hoffman of the hit ser¬ 
ies Girls. 

Adding to its creative heft, 
it is directed by Jill Soloway, an 
Emmy-nominated writer from 


the cult series Six Feet Under. 

“Artistically, it’s been a 
dream come true. I absolutely 
got to make the show I wanted 
to make,” Soloway said, when 
the Amazon series was an¬ 
nounced in August. 

“I am beyond excited to 
share Transparent with the 
world through Amazon.” 

Transgender roles in com¬ 
edies are nothing new. Or¬ 
ange is the new Black features 
Laveme Cox, who made it to 
the front page of Time maga¬ 
zine in her role as Sophia Bur- 
set. 

But a transgender main 
character is rarer, giving the 
series — the title of which is 
a play on words involving a 
gender-bending parent — an 
edge in a crowded new mar¬ 
ket.

Imagine the roar of a jet 
engine. Then picture yourself 
being blown backwards by the 
ferocity of the sound. 

That’s the experience I had 
recently when hosting the 
Canadian premier of The Maze 
Runner, a new film based on a 
popular YA novel about a group 
of boys (and one girl) who must 
brave the dangers of a giant 


labyrinth to gain not only free¬ 
dom but also their true identi¬ 
ties. 

There wasn’t a plane in 
sight, just a theatre packed 
with young adults. When I 
made the surprise announce¬ 
ment that some of the film’s 
stars would be joining us for a 
Q&A, you would have thought 
a giant electrical surge had 
bolted through eveiy seat in 
the house. As I brought Skins’ 
star Kaya Scodelario, Meet the 
Millers’ Will Poulter and Dylan 
O’Brien, resident heartthrob 
of Teen Wolf to the stage, the 
place erupted. 

Ears ringing, I asked a few 
questions, trying to be heard 
above screams of “I love you!” 
Not directed at me, but mostly 
at O’Brien. 

As the handsome actor an¬ 
swered a question on bringing 
the character traits of Thomas 
alive from the page to the stage, 


a young woman whooped, 
“Thomas is hot!” O’Brien played 
along, saying, “That’s what I 
really wanted to lift from the 
page, his hotness. I was really 
focused on that.” 

“You nailed it!” came a voice 
from the audience. 


The enthusiasm wasn’t re¬ 
served just for him. Scodelario, 
a British actress who plays the 
film’s fierce female lead, could 
barely be heard above the din 
as she talked about her charac¬ 
ter’s empowerment. “I felt veiy 
strong playing her,” she said. 


“A lot of times in movies, 
Hollywood and the rest of the 
world try to soften female char¬ 
acters. We have to see them 
vulnerable and we have to see 
them crying, and while that is 
a part of who we are as women, 
we can also be tough...” 


The rest of her message is 
lost to the ages, drowned out 
by, “You go, girl!” hollers and 
the general melee of excited 
millennials. 

Poulter, a 21-year-old Brit¬ 
ish actor with a resume that 
includes the charming Son of 
Rambow and The Chronicles of 
Narnia blockbusters, provided 
comedic relief.

Interpol paints some raw rock ’n’ roll 



El Pintor. Band’s new 
album a throwback to 
their 2002 debut Turn 
on the Bright Lights — 
released on the cusp 
of the digital age 


When Interpol released its first 
album of dark, but refined, 
rock, the iPod had just been 
bom, Faceboolc didn’t exist 
and many fans still discovered 
bands at small, smoky clubs. 

As the New Yorkers head 
on tour to promote their fifth 
album, El Pintor, guitarist Dan¬ 
iel Kessler believes that Inter¬ 
pol came of age at just the right 
time: When bands could hone 
a sound and craft a full record, 
to be bought in stores instead 
of instantly downloaded by the 
single. 


“I feel like I’m veiy grate¬ 
ful that we came when we did. 
We came as the digital age was 
upon us but we didn’t really 


benefit from it in the early days 
at all,” Kessler says in the lobby 
of a plush hotel in Manhattan’s 
Boweiy, still a dicey neighbour¬ 


hood when Interpol was start¬ 
ing in nearby clubs. 

“The way the band came to 
be is closer to the old way of the 
music industry” he said. “After¬ 
wards, it felt like Bastille Day a 
little bit, in a way.” 

Kessler, who turns 40 this 
month, hastened to add that he 
sees positives to the new music 
environment — fans in faraway 
places without record stores 
can readily discover artists, and 
labels have a tougher time pad¬ 
ding out weak albums by seiz¬ 
ing on one-off hits. 

But for Kessler, Interpol 
is without doubt “an album 
band,” saying: “On an artistic 
level, an album is kind of like 
a book and all of the songs sup¬ 
port the overall picture.” 

On El Pintor, Interpol sets 
the album’s tone immediately 
with the aptly titled opening 
track, All the Rage Back Home. 
The song starts gently with

Paul Banks’ melancholy voice, 
before a sudden thrust into 
slam-danceable post-punk as 
Sam Fogarino’s drums bring 
the song to a furious finale. 

The album harks back to 
Interpol’s 2002 debut Turn on 
the Bright Lights and the 2004 
follow-up Antics, when the 
band’s grand but gloomy sound 
brought frequent comparisons 
to Joy Division. But Interpol, 


who take the stage in dark 
suits, also pursued a sleeker 
esthetic. 

El Pintor — an anagram 
for Interpol which means “the 
painter” in Spanish — is the 
band’s first album as a trio. 
Carlos Dengler, whose staccato 
bass lines drove early Interpol, 
left after recording the last, self- 
titled album in 2010, which the 
former bandmate led in a more 
experimental direction with 
greater use of keyboards. 

For El Pintor, singer Banks 
took over on bass. Kessler said 
that the band members never 
talked through their sound 
— instead just letting songs 
come together naturally — but 
realized that they didn’t need 
much keyboard. 

“We didn’t make the songs 
more complicated than need 
be,” he said. “It’s a pretty raw 
rock ’n’ roll record at the end of 
the day.” afp 
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Lucado-less Britney

Britney Spears has reportedly 
been retreading old romantic 
territoiy in the wake of her 
split from boyfriend David 
Lucado, at least according to 
one former flame.

Your local hardware store can 
help you make a selection or 
you can recycle material such 
as an old door. Make sure to 
have proper safety equipment 
and do not use machinery you 
don’t know how to operate — 
it’s always OK to ask for help. 

Muscle work 

Begin by measuring your cur¬ 
rent counter to determine the 
amount of wood you will need 
and how big the planks should 
be. Once you’ve purchased the 


wood, you can now remove 
your countertop and place it 
onto the new wooden planks. 
Use the existing counter as 
a guide and outline. Trace 
the counter’s outline, then 
remove it and proceed to cut 
the wood. Make sure to cut on 
the outside of the line you’ve 
marked to keep the right di¬ 
mensions. 

Detailing 

Once you’re done cutting, sand 
eveiything down to take away 


the roughness and smooth 
down edges. If you are using 
large slabs of wood, remember 
to cut holes for the sink and 
faucet if necessary. If you are 
using several pieces of wood, 
prepare wooden cleats to as¬ 
semble the pieces together 
and screw into place. Stain the 
wood by applying two coats 
with a brush and using even 
strokes. Once diy, apply a coat 
of finishing glaze/lacquer — 
this will help waterproof and 
stain-proof the wood. Slide the 
countertops back into place, 
make adjustments where 
needed, and secure eveiything 
with screws from the under¬ 
neath of the counter. 


Preserving wood 


• Do not place hot items, 
such as hot pots or pans, 
on the counter. 


• Always use a cutting 
board — do not use the 
wood’s surface to cut on. 


• Avoid leaving wet items 
on the counter. 


• Treat counters with min¬ 
eral oil every couple of 
months for protection.

Edmonton program aims to improve conditions

Elena Zerea moved to Canada from Eritrea 17 
years ago. She lived in Fort McMurray for three 
years before moving to Edmonton and buying 
her home in McCauley 10 years ago. 

Zerea says she likes her neighbourhood, 
which is safe and close to the hospital, groceries 
and bus stops. 

“Living across the street from my church is 
important to me,” Zerea says. “I want to stay in 
McCauley.” 

She does not have any family in Canada. 

One of Zerea’s friends told her about the City 
of Edmonton’s HOPE program. She knew her 
house needed work, but getting it done is diffi¬ 
cult for a single woman who is on disability due 
to a serious heart condition and knows little 
about home repairs. 

Despite picking up writing in English 
quickly, speaking the language was a challenge. 
This prevented her from picking up the phone 
and inquiring about HOPE. 

In October 2013, Zerea decided to call the 
city. “I was so scared. I’ve never met this per¬ 
son,” she says. “How do I ask them for help?” 


Fortunately, Dennis, safety codes officer and 
HOPE inspector, had a cancellation. He called 
Zerea and was able to do a home inspection the 
same day. 

“Dennis was sincere, helpful and knowledge¬ 
able about home repairs and maintenance,” 
Zerea says. The one-on-one service Dennis pro¬ 
vided made her less stressed about the amount 
of work her home needed. There were huge 
cracks in her foundation and water came in and 
flooded her basement. 

As the contractors started their work, bigger 
problems surfaced quickly — there were no 
footings for the foundation support. The con¬ 
tractors stopped their work immediately. 

“I did not know what to do or whom to call,” 
Zerea says. 

Dennis advised her to hire an engineer. 

There were many discussions between the 
engineer and the contractor. “I was glad Dennis 
was there to explain what was happening and 
mediate between the contractor and the engin¬ 
eer,” Zerea says. 

Through HOPE, Zerea had a number of her 


necessary home repairs done. She is also plan¬ 
ning to get an energy audit completed and have 
her windows replaced. Dennis also told her 
about the city’s secondary suites grant. 

“A secondary suites inspector came by to do 
an inspection of my home and I started to get 
some advice right away,” Zerea says. 

While living in Fort McMurray Zerea also 
worked at Syncrude while attending school to 


learn English and get her electrical engineer¬ 
ing certificate recognized here. When she 
eventually moved to Edmonton, she attended 
Bible college and became the school’s student 
co-ordinator and counsellor. 

Zerea intends to remain in McCauley and 
loves cooking Eritrean food with spices sent 
to her from her mom back home. You will not 
hear her friends complaining anytime soon.

New WHL coaches 
working their way up

the NHL as assistants 


In order to rise to the top of 
the coaching ladder, three 
longtime NHL assistants are 
dropping a couple of rungs 
first. 

Almost half the teams in 
the Western Hockey League 
will start this season with new 
coaches, with Tim Hunter, Bob 
Woods and Jamie Kompon 
coming directly from the NHL. 

Hunter, an assistant coach 
last season with the Washing¬ 
ton Capitals, is the new head 
coach and general manager 
of the Moose Jaw Warriors. 
Woods has taken on both roles 
with the Saskatoon Blades 
after spending last year as an 
assistant with Anaheim. 

Kompon, who won a Stan¬ 
ley Cup with Chicago in 2013 
and the Los Angeles Kings in 
2012, is coach-GM of the Port¬ 
land Winterhawlcs. 

What brings these men to 
major junior hockey is the be¬ 
lief the WHL can be a spring¬ 
board to a job as an NHL head 
coach. 

Mike Johnston, Kompon’s 
predecessor in Portland, went 
directly to head coach of the 
Pittsburgh Penguins this sea¬ 
son after six years with the 
Winterhawlcs. 

“I’ve been an assistant and 
worn many hats in the NHL 
for 17 years,” Kompon says. 
“You kind of get to that stage 
where, Am I ever going to get 
out of that or is this my peak? 
Have I maxed out as an assist¬ 
ant?’ 

“Wanting to be that head 
coach and running my own 
team and being able to run my 
own bench, that’s why I feel 
this is a great opportunity for 
me.” 

Hunter won a Stanley Cup 


as a player with the Calgary 
Flames in 1989. He’s been an 
NHL assistant coach for 14 
seasons with Washington, To¬ 
ronto and San Jose. 

“As an assistant coach in 
the NHL, I’ve applied for a 
number of jobs that were 
head coaching opportunities,” 
Hunter says. “I keep getting 
the stumbling block that I 
don’t have enough coaching 
experience. I never ran my 
own team. 


“For me, I felt if I ever want¬ 
ed to finish out my dream and 
be a head coach at the highest 
level — I was very fortunate 
to play at the highest level, 
so now I want to coach at the 
highest level as a head coach 
— I thought I’d have to take 
a step back and become a 
head coach at the WHL level. I 
thought it gave me the best op¬ 
portunity to become an NHL 
head coach.”

Burris gives Ottawa 
D vote of confidence 


CFL. Veteran QB presents 
unified front despite 
Redblacks' struggles in 
expansion year 


The Ottawa Redblacks have 
just one win through their first 
10 games, but in quarterback 
Hemy Burris’s view the defence 
has been a bright spot this 
season for the CFL expansion 
squad. 

“They’ve been standing on 
their head and have done a 
great job for us,” the veteran 
quarterback said Wednesday. 
“It gives us comfort knowing 
that all we have to do is handle 
our side.” 

The numbers don’t neces¬ 
sarily support Burris. Ottawa’s 
defence is ranked last overall 
in rushing yards allowed (129.1 
per game), passing yards (279), 
total yards (393.8), rushing

we want to return the 
favour and score a lot of 

points.” Redblacks QB Henry Burris 


touchdowns (12), sacks (20) and 
seventh in points (25.8). 

However, Ottawa’s offence 
is ranked last in the CFL in scor¬ 
ing (14.1 points per game), first 
downs (158) and rushing (66.7 
yards), eighth in total yards 
(284.9 per game) and seventh in 
passing (238.2 yards per game). 

That’s often put the onus 
on the defence to keep games 
close. That certainly was the 
case in Ottawa’s lone victoiy, 


an 18-17 home-opening win 
over Toronto on July 18 that 
saw kicker Brett Maher account 
for the Redblacks’ points with 
six field goals. 

“The defence has had a 
good energy and confidence 
level about them where they 
just want to go out and play 
whoever,” said head coach Rick 
Campbell. “We’ve also been try¬ 
ing to have some continuity on 
that side so we could grow as 
well.” 

Campbell said one of his de¬ 
fence’s best attributes is its abil¬ 
ity to compete no matter what. 

“We’ve played some low- 
scoring games which aren’t 
typical of the CFL and they just 
keep plugging away and doing 
their thing,” he said. “There’s a 
whole bunch of things we still 
need to get better at, but as 
long as they have that enthusi¬ 
asm and they compete like 
that then they’ll always have a 
chance.” the Canadian press
